Yo u 'd th in k by now th at ev erybody 
wo u ld h av e accep ted 
the idea that continu­ 
ity with th e p ast is o n e 
of the main strands 
o f life. To b u ild 
well we mu st build on what 
wen t b efo re. 
It seems a 
co mmo n p lace o f h isto ry , 
h o wev er, th at in ev ery age 
a good many ar­ 
tists try to defy the fact of this continuity. 
Ev iden tly th e n ecessity fo r 
intense belief in 
th emselv es driv es th em 
to reject the work 
o f o th er men in o th er times. 
To day ’s co n tro v ersies 
ov er ab stract art 
an d mo dern mu sic stem partly from dis­ 
agreemen t o v er th e merits 
of this work and 
p artly fro m th e fact 
that many of the prac­ 
ticin g artists appear to throw out of the 
win do w all th at h as 
gone before. 
In takin g this stance, as we’v e seen, 
th ey ’re do in g 
what countless of their pred­ 
ecesso rs h av e done. But there is one differ­ 
en ce. Earlier artists and composers, wheth­ 
er th ey tried to reject or not, were in fact 


building on the greats who had preceded 
them. 
Modern composers seem deliberately to 
rip up any emotional links between their 
work and the music of the past. They in­ 
sist on hav ing their product judged in iso­ 
lation, on totally new terms. 
The abstract painters do the same, de­ 
clining to “ represent” the world about them 
on canv as, demanding that we react emo­ 
tionally to v iv id color splashings which only 
occasionally take on any form at all. 
In time this work may hav e unde ac­ 
ceptance. But will the abstract artists’ ar­ 
gument that theirs is the only v iew of life? 
It can’t really be true that it can nev er 
be right again to paint a tree, or a beauti­ 
ful woman, a pounding sea or a cloud- 
flecked sky. These will endure when the ab­ 
stractionists are but a v ague splotch of col­ 
or in the world’s memory.

A n u m b er o f lo cal cau ses h av e b een in crim in ­ 
ated: m tch an icai irritatio n , reten tio n o f fo o d, p o o r 
fu n ctio n in g o f th e teeth o r gu ms an d in fectio n . 
Also a co n siderab le n u m b er o f gen eral diseases 
are th o u gh t to p lay a p art in cau sin g p y o rrh ea. 
Amo n g th ese are allergy , b ad diet, p regn an cy , di­ 
ab etes, Brigh t s disease an d certain diso rders o f th e 
b lo o d.

This is not only for y ou r protec­ 
tion on icy or slippery roads, bu t 
also It shou ld be remembered that 
a car when rou nding an u nbanked 
cu rv e on a highway is held to the 
road by the friction between the 
tires and the road. 
If, while driv ing on a slippery 
road, y ou su ddenly discov er the 
rear of y ou r car beginning to 
elide, tu rn the wheel in the direc­ 
tion y ou are sliding and acceler­ 
ate slightly , 
Su ch action will u su ­ 
ally stop the skid.

Farmers Fatten 
Reco rd Nu mb er 
Of Beef Cattle 


W ASHINGTON UP) — Fanners 
have put a record number of beef 
cattle on feed this spring for fat­ 
tening for future slaughter m ar­ 
kets. 


The Ag ricu ltu re Dep artmen t re­ 
ported the number in the 13 major 
feeding states at 4,896.000 head— 
up 12 per cent from a y ear ago. 
This big buildup is concentrated 
in the Midwestern Corn Belt. It 
reflects a 25 per cent increase in 
beef cattle prices, 
an abundant 
supply of low-priced feed -espe­ 
cially on high moisture com from 
last year's crop and a continued 
strong 
consumer 
demand 
for 
meats. 


A survey indicated, 


ment said, that feeders now plai 
to hold 58 per cent of these cat­ 
tle until after Ju ly I. The other 
42 per cent were expected to be 
sent to slaughter in the meantime. 


The increase in numbers from 
a year ago is laiger percentage­ 
wise 
than 
was the increase in 
total tonnage. A larger portion of 
the cattle was ct lighter weight 
than a year ago. 


Iowa, the leading feeding slate, 
had 1.404,000 head on feed April 
I, or ll per cent more than a 
year ago.
